ELEC TIO N RETURNS. 


P e rfe c t A rran g em en t» M ade for T ele­ 
g ra p h in g th e R esult. 
N ew V okk, November 4th.—Elaborate 
preparations have been made for the com­ 
ing Presidential vote. On election night 
in New Yoik, New Jersey and Pennsylva­ 
nia returns will be collected by the Associ­ 
ated Press at once, and in'all the other 
States the work will be done bv the Associ­ 
ated Press and the Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company acting together. 
In all the States, except Ohio, the vote 
will be compared with the Presidential vote 
of 1881. In Ohio the comparison will be 
made with the vote for Governor in 1887, 
the complete «districting of the Slate mak­ 
ing a comparison with the vote of 1884 im­ 
practicable. 
The returns of New York City will be 
collected by O'Rourke’s City Press Associ­ 
ation. No comparisons can be made in the 
general bulletins, as many polling districts 
have been subdivided since 1884, but com­ 
parisons with the vote of 1884 will be made 
by Assembly Districts as fast as they are 
fully reported. 


W EST V IRG IN IA . 


B oth Sides C laim th e S ta te -G o o d R ep u b ­ 
lican O utlook. 
W h eeling (W. Va.), November 4th.— 
There never was a campaign in West Vir­ 
ginia as closely and hotly contested as that 
now drawing to a close, and. while there is 
much talk on both sides of “ boodle ” and 
“ fraud,” it is conceded by all in private 
that the result will be on its merits. It is 
hard to form a reliable, intelligent opinion 
of the outcome. West Virginia has many 
sheep-growers, salt wells, coal and iron 
mines and timber tracts, and the cry on 
free raw material his a tendency to make 
Republican votes. There is considerable 
interest also in Wheeling and vicinity in 
glass, pottery, iron, steel and wool factories. 
These are largely opposed to the Mills bill. 
The party lines have been drawn closely, 
and the changes expected, if they occur, 
are not openly announced. 
The Democratic poll of the State by 
counties gives them a plurality of 1,500 out 
of a largely increased vote, while the Re­ 
publican poll—made with much more than 
ordinary care, most of the quiet voters hav­ 
ing been seen personally—seems to give 
Harrison 3,000 plurality. 
General Goff, the Republican nominee 
for Governor has made a wonderful can­ 
vass, and nobody ever stirred up the peo­ 
ple as he has. He carried the First Con­ 
gressional District six years ago by 1,800 
majority, when two years before ’it gave 
1,300 Democratic, and it is hoped that he 
can revolutionize the State. 
Besides this, the ratio of natural gains in 
West Virginia since 187G, if carried on 
without other influences affecting the vote, 
would make the State Republican this year 
by 489 plurality. The situatiou is so in­ 
teresting that nearly every great orator on 
both sides has been in the átate a portion 
of the time. The Democrats hope to give 
the electoral vote to Cleveland and possibly 
save all the Slate ticket, but they privately 
concede the Governor and Legislature to 
the Republicans, and Senator Kerina’s suc­ 
cessor is expected on all sides to be a Re­ 
publican. 
Much depends on the quiet vote, which 
canuot be estimated, so that there may be 
a grand swell for the Republicans, or a 
tidal wave for the Democrats would not be 
startling. The whole is best summed up 
in the words, “Nobody kuows.” The Pro­ 
hibition amendment to the Constitution 
will be defeated by front 5,000 to 7,000, 
largely owing to Republican wrath at the 
third party. 
The First Congressional District is surely 
Republ'can, the Fourth surely Democratic, 
and the Second and Third are in doubt. 
Special efforts are being made to defeat W. 
L. Wilson for re-election in the Second. 


N EW YO RK. 


R ep u b lican an d D em o cratic Closing C am ­ 
paign D em o n stratio n s. 
N ew Y ork, November 4th.—The final 
Republican demonstration of the campaign 
occurred yesterday afternoon. 
Rain fell 
throughout the hours of passing, but did 
not quell Republican ardor. The proces­ 
sion was one of the largest ever seen in this 
city, and many thousands larger than the 
Democratic turnout of last week. Probably 
not less tha i 50,000 men were in line, rep­ 
resenting 
all 
trades 
and 
professions. 
8core3 of bands, floats and banners were 
conspicuous features. One float bore a 
steamer with the name of John Roach, and 
havmg on board a funeral wreath and a 
detachment of miners from Pennsylvania 
with lights in their hats and carrying picks. 
Large bodies of mechanics were in line, 
also a large number of Irisb-Amerlcans. A 
lew Irish flags were carried. 
The Evening World (D.) estimated the 
number of Republicans parading in the 
afternoon at 40,000. 
The entire line was made up of voters, 
with the exception of one company of boys 
and members of the drum corps. The vari­ 
ous exchanges—Stock. Petroleum, Cotton 
and Produce—were very largely repre­ 
sented. The marching platoon fronts ex­ 
tended from curb to curb. The line took 
just about two hours to pass the Western 
Union Telegraph building.

The Pioneer Club of Pniladelphia 
and the Hancock Legion of the same city 
made a fine appearance. The Roach Vet­ 
erans had a brass cannon, labeled the ‘‘Old 
Roman,” which shot off its mouth at fre­ 
quent intervals as the procession passed. 
At the Republican National headquarters 
several Republicans were on the steps 
burning bandana flags. 
The paradera 
groaned and hooted them. 
IN BROOKLYN. 
B rooklyn, November 4th.—The Demo­ 
crats concluded their campaign last night 
with a torchlight parade in which 30,000 
persons participated. 
BLAINE IN BROOKLYN. 


N ew Y o r k , November 4 t h . — The close of 
the campaign for the Republicans in 
Brooklyn last evening was made memora­ 
ble by the presence ol Blaine, who talked 
on the tariff to at least 20,000 people. Not 
even the big Democratic parade could 
keep enthusiasts away. The ovation ten­ 
dered him was tremendous. Blaine spoke 
in three sections of the city. All the big 
Republicans in the city and a number 
from New York were present.

D estroying Y oung Salm on. 
Dr. H. H. Pierson, who has just returned 
from a hunting and fishing' trip to the 
northeastern part of the State, states that in 
the vicinity of Red Bluff, and all along the 
upper Sacramento river, people are catch­ 
ing young salmon by the tons and shipping 
them to market as Sacramento river trout. 
A San Francisco paper last week stated 
that the markets there were filled with 
these so-called “ Sacramento river tro u t” 
There is no such fish at all, but the salmon 
supply is being destroyed in this way. Dr. 
Pierson says one can at any time see thou­ 
sands of these youDg salmon—from six 
inches toa foot and a half in length—from 
the iron bridge across the river above Red 
Bluff. Men and boys kill them with clubs 
(on the riffles), dip them up with scoop 
nets and spear them. This is a matter that 
possibly the Fish Commissioners might 
probably inquire into.

London, November 4.h.—The Czar's con­ 
duct at Sebastopol has quite naturally pro­ 
duced a very disquieting effect in Europe, 
especially as it baa since transpired that 
hi-r Majesty distributed privately an order 
of the day, at first to the higher officers 
present and then to the minor officials, 
which has a very significant meaning. 
Translated from the Rn.-sian language, the 
order is as follows: 
Thirty years or more ago the Black Bea Heel, 
wlule gaining glorious victories, facriiioed itself 
for tho good of Russia and transferred its spirit 
to the mounds and hills oi 8ebastopol. To-day 
the fleet has arisen anew, to the delight of the 
long offended fatherland. My will and thoughts 
are diverted toward a peaceful development, oi 
the national welfare, but circum tances may 
render difficult the accomplishment of ¡ny 
wishes and compel me to take m; arms for the 
defense, and dignity of the Btkte. You wi 
stand by me in upholding that dignity with th. 
same devotion and firmness that your prede­ 
cessors displayed in response to the call of my 
grandfather, and which struck their contempo­ 
raries with astonishment. 
On these waters 
which witnctsed their brilliant deeds I confide 
to your care the safety, the honor and the tran­ 
quillity of Russia. 
Alexander. 
A WARNING TO EUROPE. 
There can be no mistaking the import of 
this manifesto in tbe delicate state oi East­ 
ern politics. It is a clear warning to Eu­ 
rope, and especially to P.iuce Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria and King Milan oí Servia. There 
is now rather an uneasy feeling in Odessa 
and Sebastopol in conícquence of the large 
commissariat and other preparations. 
“Don’t be surprised,” said a well-in­ 
formed diplomat to day, “if one of these 
days Russia ships her troops across front 
Sebastopol or the Caucasus to Vienna and 
Burgas in the numerous boats of the Rus­ 
sian Steara Navigation Company, and who 
will stop her? She might not feel justified 
in waiting for the completion of the re­ 
mainder of her new armored fleet, as some 
experts already pronounce it strong enough 
at present for the formidable undertaking.” 


A CO LLIERY H O RRO R. 


E ig h ty Lives L ost in 
a Coal M ine In 
F ra n c e. 
P a ris. November 4 th —News has been 
received iu this city of a terrible accident bt 
the Oaiupaignac coet mine yesterday. It 
was a horrible aflair, and one of the worst 
in the mining history of the country 
It seems that soon after the shifts of 
miners had been changed, and just before 
the new men were going to begin work, a 
great explosion took place, and the result 
was a terrible less of life and the maimiDg 
of many men. Immediately thereafter the 
scenes iu the pit were fearl'ui. The unfor­ 
tunate men were piled in heaps, and the 
cries and groans ot the injured as they tried 
to release themselves from the mass of 
corpses aud debris were heartrending. 
To add to the horror of the situation the 
pit was at once tiffed with blinding and 
choking smoke and gas, and it is believed 
that many of the deaths arc attributable to 
this cause. 
The work of rescue was begun almost 
immediately, but it was necessarily slow, as 
tbe workmen did not make fast headway, 
oivb’g to debris and smoke. Many of the 
bodies were mutilated beyond recognition, 
and nearly ail of them presented a horrible 
appearance. 
It is positively known that eighty men 
were killed by the explosion. Thecuuseof 
the explosion has not yet been learned, but 
it was probably due to gases in the mine. 
The bodies of forty two victims bad i- u 
recovered at las' acc-juuis.

P e rfec t A rra n g em en ts M ade fo r T ele­ 
g rap h in g th e R esult. 


N e w 
Y o r k , November 4th.—Elaborate 
preparations have been made for the com­ 
ing Presidential vote. On election night 
in New Y oik, New Jersey and Pennsylva­ 
nia returns will be collected by the Associ­ 
ated Press at once, and in all the other 
States the work will be done by the Associ­ 
ated Press and the Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company acting together. 
In all the States, except Ohio, the vote 
will be compared with the Presidential vote 
of 1881. 
In Ohio the comparison will be 
made w ith the vote for Governor in 1887, 
the complete redistricdng of the State m ak­ 
ing a comparison with the vote of 1884 im ­ 
practicable. 
The returns of New York City will be 
collected bv O’Rourke s City Press As.oei- 
ation. No comparisons can be made in the 
general bulletins, as many polling districts 
have been subdivided since 1884, but com­ 
parisons with the vote of 1884 will be made 
by Assembly Districts as fast as they are 
fully reported. 


W EST V IRG IN IA . 


B oth Sides C laim th e S ta te -G o o d R e p u b ­ 
lican O utlook. 
W heeling (W . Va.), November 4th.— 
There never was a campaign in West Vir­ 
ginia as closely and hotly contested as that 
now draw ing to a close, and. while there is 
much talk on both sides of “ boodle ” and 
“ fraud,” it is conceded by all in private 
that the result will be on its merits. 
It is 
hard to form a reliable, intelligent opinion 
of the outcome. 
W est Virginia has many 
sheep-growers, salt wells, coal and iron 
mines and tim ber tracis, and the cry on 
free raw m aterial h is a tendency to make 
Republican votes. There is considerable 
interest also in W heeling and vicinity in 
glass, pottery, iron, steel and wool factories. 
These are largely opposed to the Mills bill. 
The party lines Lave been drawn closely, 
and the changes expected, if they occur, 
are not rpenly announced. 
The Democratic poll of the State by 
counties gives them a plurality of 1,500 oiit 
of a largely increased vote, while the Re­ 
publican poll—made with much more than 
ordinary care, most of the quiet voters hav­ 
ing been seen personally—seems to give 
H arrison 3,000 plurality. 
General Gon, the Republican nominee 
for Governor has made a wonderful can­ 
vass, and nobody ever stirred up the peo­ 
ple as he has. 
He carried the First Con­ 
gressional District six years ago bv 1,800 
m ajority, when two years before it gave 
1.300 Democratic, and it is hoped that he 
can revolutionize the State. 
Besides this, ihe ratio of natural gains in 
W est Virginia since 1876, if carried on 
w ithout other influences affecting the vote, 
would m ake the State Republican this year 
by 480 plurality. The situation is so in ­ 
teresting that nearly every great orator on 
both sides has been in the State a portion 
of the tim e. The Democrats hope to give 
the electoral vote to Cleveland and possibly 
save all the State ticket, but they privately 
concede the Governor and Legislature to 
the Republicans, and Senator K enna’s suc­ 
cessor is expected on all sides to be a Re­ 
publican. 
Much depends on the quiet vote, which 
canuot be estimated, so that there may be 
a grand swell for the Republicans, or a 
tidal wave for the Democrats would not be 
startling. The whole is best sum m ed np 
in the words. “ Nobody knows.” The Pro­ 
hibition am endm ent to the Constitution 
will be defeated by from 5,000 to 7,000, 
largely owing to Republican wrath at the 
third party. 
The First Congressional District is surely 
Republican, the Fourth surely Democratic, 
and the Second and Third are in doubt. 
Special efforts are being made to defeat W . 
L. W ilson for re-election in the Second. 


NEXV YO RK. 


R ep u b lican an d D em o cratic Closing C am ­ 
p aign D em o n stratio n s. 
New Y ork, November 4tb.—The final 
Republican dem onstration of the campaign 
occurred yesterday afternoon. 
Rain fell 
throughout the hours of passing, but did 
not quell Republican ardor. The proces­ 
sion was one of the largest ever seen in this 
city, and m any thousands larger than the 
Democratic tnrnout of last week. Probably 
not less th a i 50,000 m en were in line, rep­ 
resenting 
all 
trades 
and 
professions. 
Scores of bands, floats and banners were 
conspicuous features. 
One float bore a 
steam er with the nam e of John Roach, and 
having on board a funeral w reath and a 
detachm ent of m iners from Pennsylvania 
w ith lights in their bats and carrying picks.

You w f 
stand by me in upholding that dignity with tti' 
same devotion arid firmness that vour prede­ 
cessors displayed In response to the call of my 
grandfather, and which struck their contempo­ 
raries with astonishment. 
Ou these waters 
which witnessed their brilliant deeds I confide 
to your care the safety, the honor ami the tran­ 
quillity of Russia.

A WARNING TO EUROPE. 
There can be no m istaking the im port of 
this manifesto in tbe delicate slate ot East­ 
ern politics.

E ig h ty Lives L ost Ic a C oal M ine In 
F ra n c e . 
P a r is. November 4th —News has been 
received in tbis city of a terrible accident ht 
the Oampaignac coal m ine yesterday. 
It 
was a horrible affair, and one of the worst 
in the m ining history ot tbe country. 
It seems that soon after the shifts of 
m iners had been changed, and just before 
the new nten were going to begin work, a 
great explosion took place, and the result 
was a terrible less of life and the maiming 
of m any men. Im m ediately thereafter the 
scenes iu the pit were fearful. The unfor­ 
tunate nten were piled in heaps, and the 
cries and groans ot the injured as they tried 
to release themselves from the mass of 
corpses aud debris were heartrending. 
To add to the horror of the situation the 
pit was at once tilled with blinding and 
choking sm oke and gas, and it is believed 
that m any of the deaths arc attributable to 
tbis cause. 
Tbe work of rescue was begun almost 
im m ediately, but it was necessarily slow, as 
the workmen did not make fast headway, 
owing to debris and smoke. 
Many of the 
bodies were m utilated beyond recognition, 
and nearly all of them presented a horrible 
appearance. 
It is positively known that eighty men 
were killed by the explosion. T hecauseof 
the explosion has not yet been learned, but 
it was probably due to gasps in the mine.

1 7 percen t, hi,,her and i.vibg only 18 per 
cent, higher here than in England. 
The 
U nited Kingdom 'im ported in 1887, of 
grain and flour, sugar, bacon, butter, and 
tea, $455,000,000 in value. 
T he number 
of paupers, exclusive of vagrants and 
“casual poor” in receipt of relief was, on 
January 1, 1887, in E ngland and W ales, 
817,289. 
[See Statem an’s Y ear Book for 
1888, J . Scott K ctie, L ibrarian to Royal 
Geographical Society.] 
England is more and more enlarging 
her dependent classes, and more and more 
becoming dependent upon the outer world 
for her necessaries. 
She is too confined in 
area, too large in population to be inde­ 
pendent of the world's producers. 
She 
m ust have their products. 
Shut her out 
from all other parts of earth, and her peo­ 
ple would starve. 
It follows that, as she must take her sup­ 
plies of life-supjiorting paoducts at the 
seller’s price, she must sell h er surplus 
m anufactured products abroad for w hat 
she can get. 
A nd this explains why she is 
so solicitous to have America for a free 
m arket. 
As Mr. Cleveland advocates a 
policy looking to th a t result, all England 
is for Mr. Cleveland. 
Now, a country so situated cannot im­ 
prove the condition of her laboring classes 
it is simply impossible. 
Tile apparent 
in England is the 
steady 
decline of 
the working classes and the steady in­ 
crease of the dependents.

G en eral Lew W allace Gives H is Views 
an d E stim atio n of th e D em ocracy.

These 
being the gi eat materials of our national de­ 
fense. they ought to have exteudéd to them ad­ 
equate projection, that our manufacturers aud 
laborers may be placed in a fair competition 
with those of Europe, and that we have within 
our country a supply of these leading and im­ 
portant articles so essential to war. 
I will ask, whut is the real situation of the 
agriculturist ? Where has the American farmer 
a market for his surplus produce ? Except for 
cotton, he has neither a foreign nor a iiome 
market. Does not this clearly prove, when there 
is no market at home or abroad, that there is 
too much labor employed in agriculture ? Com­ 
mon sense at once point* out the remedy. TRke 
from agriculture in the United States 600,000 
men, women and children, and you will give at 
once a market for more hrea&stufls than all 
Europe now furnishes us. 
In short, sir. we have been too long subject to 
the policy of British merchants. It is time we 
should become a little more Americanized, aud 
instead of feeding paupers and laborers of Eng 
land, feed our own; or else, in a short time, by 
continuing our present po icy, we shall l>e ren­ 
dered paupers ourselves.

Dana is published iu the Few York Sun. '1 he 
letter, which explains itself, is given in full 
below : 
W a s h i n g t o n , October 30.1S8S. 
Dear Mr. Dana. I observe in the Sun of the 
26th a statement with conspicuous headlines to 
the effect that I am not taking a speech-making 
part in the present campaian, aud that atten­ 
tion Las been called to the fact. The matter is 
so stated as to permit the inlerence that J am 
not earnestly interested in the election of Gen­ 
eral Harrison. I beg you, as a fair-minded lover 
of fair play and the editor of the principal really 
Democratic newspaper in the country, to allow 
me to repel, through your columns, any such 
imputations. 1 am and have been ever since 
the nomination of General Harrison most earn­ 
estly and according to my strength and capac­ 
ity actively in favor of his election. 
First—Because 1 personally know him to be of 
great abilities, of pure and upright life, and 
most vigorous and asgressive uprightness a-.d 
independence, both as a man and as a Republi­ 
can, and i therefore believe he will administer 
the Government in the full vigor of the princi­ 
ples of the Republican party. 
Second—He was a ga lant soldier, his sword 
flashing iu the front of battle, and in the 
gloomy rear of retreat was heard his voice of 
constancy and courage. 
Third—He is of tlie people and for the pco 
pie—a defender of justice and of equal rights 
for al 1. 
Four.h—He is a sincere believer in the em­ 
ployment of American labor to supply Amer­ 
ican productions for Am. ricau consumption.

Eighth -H e knows, therefore, that the declar­ 
ation of the President in his message to Con­ 
gress, that customs duties are purely and wholly 
a tax . is a grave error, and that fo give Ameri­ 
can labor the opportunity to win bread, Amen 
cans must, as brothers iu one family, employ 
the labor aud u-e the products oi each other. 
Ninth—He will not as the present Administra­ 
tion has done, euter into dUeussions and agree 
witli England in regard to so-called free trade 
with Canada, and the patting of Americans on 
a worse footing in British ports tnau the British 
have iu their own. 
Tenth—He will cot even for one day tolerate 
the official presence of a foreign Minister, from 
whatever country he comes, who undertakes to 
interfere in our elections, even if that Minister 
thinks that his election or his party will work 
to the advantage ot tiiat Minister’s country, 
as the present Administration has done. 
Eleventh—He will uol make his professions of 
fidelity to the principles of true civil service re ­ 
form a cover for receiving and refusing to make 
public or even refusing to communicate to the 
Senate affidavits or other testimony (often per­ 
jured) against any holder of any office, as the 
present Administration has always done. 
Twelfth—He will not select to execute offices

W h at th e L ata W a r Cost in L ab o r. 
It may be assumed that at a minimum 
the cost of suppressing the rebellion was 
$8,000,000.000. 
It was, therefore, $1,135,­ 
000,000 a year for seven years. 
It has 
been held that the maximum product of 
each person occupied for gain in 1880 
could not have exceeded 
$600 worth. 
Labor and capital were at least one-’hird 
more effective during and since the year 
1880 than during the period of war and 
reconstruction. 
If then we value one 
man’s labor from 1861 
to 1868, inclusive, 
at $500 a year, the work of war required 
the unremitting labor of 2,270,000 men for 
seven years, either in two armies or in sus­ 
taining them. 
At $400 each, an estimate 
probably nearer to the mark at that time, 
the measurp would be the constant work of 
2,837,500 men each year for seven years. 
The average population of that period was 
35,000,000, of whom not over one in five 
could be considered an able-bodied m an of 
arm-bearing age. 
The cost of liberty, 
therefore, consisted in aetu al arduous work 
at the risk of life for seven years of one 
man of nrms-bearing age in every three.— 
Forum. 


D oes a T ariff A ffect W ages. 
[General Harrison in a Recent Speech.] 
It is said by some of our opponents that 
a protective tariff has no influence upon 
wages; that labor in the United States has 
nothing to fear from the competition from 
pauper lalior; that in the contest between 
pauper labor and high-priced labor, pauper 
labor was always driven out. 
Do such 
statements as these fall in line with the 
experience of those workingmen who are 
to be reformed? 
If that is true, then why 
the legislative precaution we have wisely 
taken against the coming of pauper labor 
to our shores? 
It is because you know, 
every one of you, that in a contest between 
two rival establishments here, or between 
two rival countries, that the shop or the 
country that pays the lower wages and so 
produces more cheaply, can command the 
market. 
If the products of foreign mills 
that pav low wages are admitted here 
without discriminating duties, you know 
there is only one way to meet such compe­ 
tition, and that is by reducing wages in our 
mills. 
They seek to entice you by the 
suggestion that you can wear 
cheaper 
clothes when free access ig given to the 
products of foreign woolen mills. And yet 
they mention also that now in some of our 
cities the men, and especially the women, 
who are manufacturing the garments we 
wear, are not getting adequate wages, and 
that among some of them there is suffer­ 
ing. 
Do they hope that when the coat is 
made cheaper the wages of the man or 
woman who makes it will be increased? 
The power of your labor organizations 
to secure increased wages is greatest when 
there is a large demand for the product 
you are making, at fair prices. 
You do 
not strike for better wages on a falling 
market. 
When the mills are running full 
time, when there is a full demand at good 
prices for the product of your toil and 
when your warehouses are empty, then 
your organizations may effectively insist 
upon increased wages. 
Did any of you 
ever see one of the organized efforts for 
better wages succeed when the mill was 
running on half time and there was small 
demand at fallen prices in the market for 
their product? 
The protective system 
works with your labor organization to se­ 
cure and maintain a just compensation for 
labor. 
Whenever it becomes true here, as 
it is in some other countries, that the 
workiugman spends to-day what he will 
earn to-morrow, then your labor organiza­ 
tions will lose their power. 
Then the 
workman becomes in very fact a part of 
the machine he operates. 
H e cannot 
leave it, for he has eaten to-day bread that 
he is to earn to-morrow. 
But when he 
eats to-day bread that he earned last week 
or last year, then he may successfully re­ 
sist any unfair exactions.

Fruits and Vines in Egypt. 
W hile the cultivation of fruits and vines 
does not constitute one of the most im 
portant agricultural industries of Egypt, 
it is interesting to consider it. 
In Lower 
Egypt are produced oranges anil lemons of 
all varieties. 
Peaches and pomegranates 
are also produced, and near Alexandria 
figs and grapes. 
Dates are not largely 
£rown in the Delta, except in the prov­ 
inces oí Charkieh|and Gharbieh, where 
there are some very good plantations. 
In 
Upper Egypt fruit production is largest. 
In the Fayourn it is the most diversitied as 
well as most extensive. There grow in 
perfection figs, pomegranates, apples, pears, 
grapes, apricots, plums and olives. 
About 
Cairo, too, are grown with much perfection 
all the fruits named, as well as quantities 
of bananas. Olives are grown, besides in 
the Fayoum, in the province of Minieh 
and about Cairo. Grapes are produced in 
nearly every province, but the most im­ 
portant vineyards are found in the Fayoum, 
where the product is of a most superior 
quality. 
Of fruit trees, the date of commerce is 
the most important in 
number, ' super- 
fiscial area and production. 
In the Delta 
and valley of the Nile, there are, from 
the seaboard to Assonau, over 5,000,000 
date trees, 3,500,000 of which bear seed 
and fruit. 
In the oasis there are about 
300,000. Charkieh and Sharbich in Lower 
Egypt, and Guirgeh, Guirzeh and Assiut 
in Upper Egypt, are the provinces in 
which they are mainly grown. Altogether 
they occupy a superficial area of 40,000 
ieddans. 
[One feddan is 1.20 acres.] 
Of oranges, lemons, citrons, pomegran­ 
ates, figs, peaches, apples, etc., there are 
said to be over 1,500,000 trees, occupying 
a superficial area of about 9,000 feddans. 
Outside of this estimate there exists a 
great variety of edible fruits, such as 
bananas, barbarian figs, medlars, mangoes, 
plums, apricots, mulberries, etc., of which 
it is impossible to make even an approxi­ 
mate 
estimate 
as 
to 
number—Cal­ 
ifornia Fruit Grower.

Judge Beatty, who has been engaged at 
San Francisco since last Monday in the 
hearing of the Yolo water cases, returned 
home on Saturday evening. He says that 
there are two suits originally commenced 
by James Moore, in 1882, against Adams 
and others and against the Capay Water 
Company, to enjoin the diversion of the 
waters of Cache creek above the head of 
the Moore ditch. In the beginning of the 
present year the trial of the two cases to­ 
gether was begun before Judge Williams, 
of El Dorado county. Judge Garroutte, of 
Yolo, being disqualified. Before the con­ 
clusion of the trial Judge Williams became 
disabled by sickness, and the parties there­ 
upon agreed to have tbe balance of the tes­ 
timony taken before a Commissioner, ana 
to submit the ease for decision to Judge 
Beatty, in pursuance of a provision of the 
Constitution allowing the appointment of a 
member of the bar as Judge pro tern ¡tore, 
where the parties litigant so agree. 
The testimony having been all taken 
and reduced to writing, the argument of 
counsel was commenced on la3t M -nday, 
at San Fiancisco, and was about ha., fin­ 
ished by Saturday evening. It will be re­ 
sumed in San Fiancisco on Thursday next. 
In the mean time, on the day after the 
election, Judge Beatty, with the counsel 
and engineers ot the respective patties, will 
make a personal inspection of the various 
dams, ditches uud other points referred to 
in the testimony.

The answer is that, as foreign 
goods come m ainly to great cities or ports 
in ships, the tax is more easily and cheaply 
collected; th at the articles im ported are 
largely of luxury, consumed by the rich, 
and therefore are more easily paid ; th at 
home productions and property now pay 
all the county, city and State * taxes, and, 
therefore, it is but fair th at foreign pro­ 
ductions, which compete with ours, should 
pay, in the m ain, the expenses of the N a­ 
tional Government.
